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Message  from  the  Minister 


Recently  I  announced  in  the  Legislature  that  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Education  has  begun  an  intensive  one-year  study 
of  Ontario’s  secondary  school  system. 

The  credit  system  now  in  effect  in  the  secondary 
schools  has  remained  relatively  stable  throughout  the 
1970s.  However,  during  that  decade,  sweeping 
changes  have  taken  place  in  our  society  which  have 
touched  the  lives  of  every  one  of  us:  employment 
needs,  financial  requirements,  bilingual  and  multicul¬ 
tural  influences,  changing  attitudes  towards  education, 
and,  as  you  are  aware,  declining  school  enrolments. 
The  very  existence  of  these  changes  necessitates  that 
we  continually  assess  all  that  we  do. 

I  believe  that  we  must  begin  activities  which  will  help 
us  to  answer,  as  clearly  and  firmly  as  possible,  three 
basic  questions  about  secondary  education  in  Ontario: 
What  do  we  want?  Why  do  we  want  it?  How  are  we 
going  to  do  it?  The  answers  are  vital  to  all  of  us  in 
planning  our  way  to  the  twenty-first  century. 

I  cannot  overemphasize  the  importance  of  this 
project.  Throughout  the  next  year,  we  will  be  making 
decisions  that  will  affect  the  quality  of  education  that 
our  adolescents  and  young  people  receive  in  the 
classroom. 

In  this  pamphlet,  you  will  find  a  description  of  the 
Secondary  Education  Review  Project  and  an  invitation 
to  every  interested  citizen  of  Ontario  to  participate. 

I  ask  you  to  assist  us  in  this  task  because  I  believe 
that  it  is  of  great  importance  for  the  education  of  our 
young  people  and  the  future  of  our  province.

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Objectives  of  the  Project 


The  project  is  designed  to  meet  a  set  of  clearly  defined 
objectives  which  call  for  a  complete  review  of  the  sec¬ 
ondary  school  system  over  the  next  year  with  respect 
to  its  role  in  the  lives  of  students  and  thus  its  impact  on 
society. 

These  objectives  are: 

•  to  focus  on  the  needs  and  goals  of  secondary  stu¬ 
dents  commensurate  with  their  levels  of  ability; 

•  to  set  the  criteria  for  a  program  that  prepares  students 
for  the  futures  envisaged  by  society; 

•  to  assess  the  goals  of  education  and  to  realign  the 
secondary  school  program  to  ensure  that  the  goals  and 
program  are  compatible  and  viable; 

•  to  redesign  the  program  to  better  prepare  students 
for  the  world  of  work; 

•  to  consider  the  structure  of  the  Intermediate  and  Se¬ 
nior  divisions  with  respect  to  the  characteristics  of  ado¬ 
lescents  and  the  problem  of  mobility  of  students  within 
and  to  or  from  the  province; 

•  to  assess  such  features  as  the  credit  system,  required 
subjects  policy,  diploma  requirements; 

•  to  devise  means  of  providing  appropriate  educational 
programs  that  include  courses  at  various  levels  of  diffi¬ 
culty  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  with  different  inter¬ 
ests  and  aptitudes; 

•  to  respond  to  concerns  regarding  standards  and 
discipline  in  secondary  schools. 
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The  Project  Plan 


Mr.  Duncan  Green,  Director  of  Education  for  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  city  of  Toronto,  has  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  project.  He  will  be  on  loan  to  the 
Ministry  of  Education  for  the  duration  of  the  project  and 
will  chair  each  of  the  committees  associated  with  it. 

The  work  of  the  committees  will  be  supported  by  a 
secretariat  established  within  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

The  project  will  have  four  committees  drawn  from  a 
broad  range  of  public,  professional,  and  student  inter¬ 
ests.  The  committees  will  produce  a  series  of  reports 
which  will  culminate  in  recommendations  that  will 
indicate  the  ways  and  means  whereby  secondary 
education  can  be  reshaped  to  better  serve  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  students  and  society  as  we  approach  the 
twenty-first  century.  This  plan  structure  allows  for  both 
short-term  and  long-term  recommendations  and  for  an 
appropriate  phasing  in  of  changes. 


The  Project  Committees 

The  Steering  Committee  will  be  active  throughout  the 
project.  It  is  responsible  for  producing  the  Assessment 
Report,  overseeing  all  phases  of  the  project,  and  sub¬ 
mitting  final  recommendations  to  the  Minister. 

The  Assessment  Report  will  identify  existing  issues 
and  problems  relating  to  secondary  education,  assess 
these  issues  and  problems  in  their  present  context, 
and  comment  on  possible  future  directions. 

On  completion  of  the  Assessment  Report,  the  proj¬ 
ect  will  move  through  three  successive  phases  - 
Evaluation,  Reaction,  and  Design. 

During  the  Evaluation  phase,  a  symposium  will  be 
held  in  which  about  200  citizens  representing  the  full 
spectrum  of  the  Ontario  community  will  be  invited  to 
participate.  Speakers  of  national  and  international  stat¬ 
ure  will  address  key  issues  identified  in  the  Assess¬ 
ment  Report.  The  Evaluation  Committee  will  produce 
an  Evaluation  Report  which  will  both  reflect  the  issues 
raised  in  the  Assessment  Report  and  draw  upon  input 
from  the  symposium,  contemporary  opinions,  and 
research  data. 

The  Reaction  Committee  is  composed  entirely  of 
members  drawn  from  the  general  public  including  stu¬ 
dents.  It  will  develop  a  report  reflecting  the  reaction  of 
the  general  public  to  the  two  previous  reports. 

The  Design  Committee,  whose  members  are  profes¬ 
sional  educators,  will  study  and  review  the  previous 
reports  and  all  other  input  to  the  project.  The  commit- 
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tee  will  then  prepare  a  report  which  will  outline  the  role 
of  secondary  education  and  indicate  means  whereby 
this  role  may  be  realized.  This  report  will  be  released 
as  a  discussion  paper  for  validation  and  comment 
throughout  the  province. 

On  the  basis  of  the  validation  reactions,  the  Steering 
Committee  will  prepare  a  recommended  blueprint  for 
secondary  education  and  submit  it  to  the  Minister  of 
Education.

Plan  de  I’enqu&te 

M.  Duncan  Green,  directeurde  I’bducation  du  Conseil 
de  I’bducation  de  Toronto,  est  le  prbsident  de 
I’enquete.  II  sera  detachb  au  ministbre  de  I’lzducation 
pour  la  durbe  de  I’enquete  et  prbsidera  chacun  des 
comitbs  qui  y  prendront  part.  Un  secrbtariat  btabli  au 
sein  du  ministbre  de  l’£ducation  assurera  un  soutien 
au  travail  des  comitbs. 

Quatre  comitbs  seront  crbbs  dans  le  cadre  de 
I’enquete,  qui  reprbsenteront  largement  et  de  fagon 
diversifibe  les  intbrets  du  public,  des  bducateurs  et  des 
blbves.  Ces  comitbs  prbpareront  une  sbrie  de  rapports 
qui  comporteront  des  recommandations  sur  les 
moyens  k  prendre  pour  que  I’bducation  au  palier 
secondaire  serve  de  fagon  optimale  les  intbrets  des 
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bldves  et  de  la  societb  au  seuil  du  XXIe  siecle.  Dans 
cette  perspective,  on  pourra  faire  des  recommanda- 
tions  k  court  et  k  long  terme  et  introduire  les  change- 
ments  graduellement  et  de  fagon  appropriee. 

Les  comites  charges  de  I’enquete 

Le  comite  directeur  sera  en  place  pendant  toute  la 
duree  du  projet.  II  est  charge  de  preparer  un  premier 
rapport  devaluation,  de  superviser  toutes  les  etapes 
de  I’enquete  et  de  soumettre  des  recommandations  fi¬ 
nales  au  ministre. 

Ce  rapport  depistera  les  questions  et  les  problemes 
que  souleve  I’education  au  palier  secondaire,  les  eva- 
luera  dans  leur  contexte  actuel  et  presentera  des  com- 
mentaires  sur  les  orientations  eventuelles. 

Apres  I’achevement  de  ce  premier  rapport,  on  en- 
tamera  successivement  trois  autres  etapes  de  I’en- 
quete  :  revaluation  proprement  dite,  les  reactions  et  la 
conception. 

Au  cours  de  I’etape  devaluation,  un  colloque  aura 
lieu  auquel  seront  invites  environ  200  personnes  qui 
representeront  I’ensemble  de  la  collectivite  ontarienne. 
Des  experts  nationaux  et  internationaux  discuteront 
des  principals  questions  contenues  dans  le  rapport 
du  comite  directeur.  L e  comite  devaluation  redigera  un 
rapport  devaluation  en  s’appuyant  sur  le  rapport  du 
comite  directeur,  les  conclusions  du  colloque,  les  opi¬ 
nions  recentes  et  les  donnees  des  recherches. 

Le  comite  des  «  reactions  »  est  entierement  compose 
de  membres  de  la  collectivite  et  d’eleves.  II  preparera 
un  rapport  axe  sur  les  reactions  de  la  collectivite  aux 
deux  premiers  rapports. 

L e  comite  de  conception  est  forme  d’educateurs  qui 
etudieront  les  rapports  precedents  et  toutes  les  autres 
donnees  soumises  dans  le  cadre  de  I’enquete.  Ils  pre- 
pareront  ensuite  un  rapport  de  conception  dans  lequel 
ils  feront  ressortir  le  role  de  I’education  au  palier 
secondaire  et  indiqueront  la  fagon  dont  on  devrait  le 
remplir.  Ce  rapport  sera  publie  dans  toute  la  province 
sous  forme  d’un  document  d’etude  pour  commentaires 
et  approbation. 

En  se  fondant  sur  les  reactions  que  provoquera  le 
document  d’etude,  le  comite  directeur  soumettra  au 
ministre  de  I’Education  un  dernier  plan  sur  I’education 
au  palier  secondaire.
